—For the first time since 1S.">H sugar 


cano has tasslcd in Louisiana, which in- 
dicates an enormous yield. 


—New Zealand has 1,100 miles of 


railroad, constructed at, an expense of 
837,000,000, and all owned by the Gov- 
ernment. The annual receipts exceed 
the expenses by 8450,000, and the in- 
terest on the cost of construction is §1,- 
650,000, so tho loss on tho roads is §1,- 
200,000 a year. 


—The milling interests of Minneapo- 


lis have increased very rapidly, and, 
according to the Tribune of that, city, 
the mills have twenty-eight and one- 
half acres of flooring,'all covered with 
expensive machinery, having a daily ca- 
pacity of 19,275 barrels, hast season's 
product reached 1,551,789 barrels. 


—The quantity of paper now used an- 


nually in tho manufacture of paper col- 
lars amounts to about two thousand 
tons.

—Solar time is marked hy tho sun, 


and noon by this time is the instant at, 
which the sun is on the meridian. 
Cut 


this time is subject to some aberrations, 
and does not coincide with the exact, 
time as marked by a perfectly-adjusted 
clock. Mean time is perfect clock time, 
and is the same as solar time only on 
four days in the year. The difference, 
called .the equation of time, diverges 
gradually from and to these periods, 
and 
amounts to 10} minutes when 


greatest. If compared with mean time, 
the sun is on the meridian at noon only 
four days in the year, but by apparent 
or mean time every day. 


—According to the Gorman Imperial 


statistics for 1878 of births, deaths and 
marriages, just published, the estimated 
population being 44,200,000, the mar- 
riages numbered 340,000, tho births 1,- 
785,000, and the deaths 1,228,000. In 
France the number of births was 939,- 
000, so that the births exceeded tho 
deaths by 97,000. 
In Germany the ex- 


cess of births was 557,000—that is to 
say, that while in France the popula- 
tion increased in 1878 at the rate of .27 
per cent., it increased iu Germany at 
the rate of 1.25 per cent. The number 
of marriages in Germany has greatly 
fallen oil1 since 1872, when 423,900 wcro 
registered.

—Folding Shirls.-~Jud<ring from tho 


number of badly folded' shirts I fre- 
quently sec, says a correspondent, I am 
led to believe that a large percentage 
of ladies lire ignorant of the proper 
method; therefore a few words on the 
subject may not be amiss. I was taught 
to lay tlie garment, bosom down, upon 
the iix'iiing-luble, and with the right 
ham! grasp Ihe left slcevi;, taking hold 
of the sami! side with I he left Immltthis 
part was to be folded back one-third 
the w i d t h of the shirt, measuring from 
the widest point. The sleeve must 
then bi> laid down, with its upper edge 
even with the recently made fold. 
Tho 


same process is repeated with the oth- 
er side, and the bottom is folded until 
the hem reaches the neck-band. 
This 


is all very well as long as its owner re- 
mains ut home, but should he attempt 
packing his shirts in a trunk or valise, 
the busoins would very likely become 
soiled. 
To avoij this a friend taught 


iiiti to lay the shirt with the bii-ck upon 
the table and fold tlic !mst»u> iusiOe. 


— The poorest way to cook pork cured 


in any manner is to boil it. 
Boiled ham 


is a favorite dish with most persons, but 
a ham lirst boiled and then baked till 
the surface is slightly browned is vastly 
superior. 
It i.s much better to broil 


ham than to fry it. To broil it perfect- 
ly it should bo cut in slices scarcely 
thicker than the back of a carving-knife, 
and cooked over vers hot coals." When 
much sugar i.s used in curing hams the 
meat will be dark-colored' when it is 
broiled. 
On this account many prefer 


bacon that is cured with salt alone. 
S.ith or pickled pork should also be cut 
fii very thin slices when it is to be 
broiled or fried. 
It should In: cooked 


t i l l nearly all the fat is tried out of it 
und the meat is crisp and slightly 
browned on the surface. It should be 
served when hot and on a hot plate. If

—Boston Cookies. —Two cups sugar, 


one cup butter, one r-.up milk, one. egg 
and the yelk of another, one-third of a 
teaspooiifvd of saleratus and one tea- 
spoonful of cream tartar. Mix still", 
roll thin, rub the white ot' one egg on 
the top, sprinkle on a little sugar. 


—Bavarian Cream. — One 
pint of 


milk, three ounces sugar, half ounce 
gelatine, two eggs; beat the yelks and 
stir into tho boiling milk, dissolve tin' 
gelatine in a little hot water: beat tlio 
whites of the eggs separate and stir in 
when cool; cream is better whipped; 
flavor to taste and then put in molds. 


—To Take Stains out of Linen.- 


Place the stained spot in a tin pan; pom1 
boiling water enough to entirely cover; 
let it steep like you would tea or cofTee, 
then rinse well, and hang it out of 
doors; iron the spot and it ivill not 
show. 
For fruit stains you must wash 


directly after pouring on the boiling 
water. 


—Chocolate Layer Cake.—Two cups 


of sugar, one of "butter, three cups of 
tlour, five egsrs, one cup of milk, one 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar, one half 
teaspoonful of soda; take nearly a cup 
of grated chocolate; sweeten to taste; 
add milk enough to moisten—about 
half n cupful; llavor with vanilla ami 
spread between the layers; ice. 


—Delicious oatmeal gruel may bo 


made by stitring u cupful of 6atmeal 
into a bowl of water, allowing it to 
stand 
for a few moments until thu 


coarsest particles have fallen to the 
bottom, pouring oil' the water and re- 
peating this once or twice. 
The water 


must then bo boiled, stirring it con- 
stantly until it is sulliciuntly cooked. 


—Queen's Pudding.—Three pints of 


milk, one quart of oread crumb.-1, tin;

Boil 
the sugar by itself until nearly ready to 
form candy and then mix with the juice.

He pictures some of the great 
problems of: thought as being somewhat 
like u cone., the larger end reaching out 
into the abstract, and inlinitc, and taper- 
ing down to a point where it, touched up- 
on the Unite upon th 
everyday life. 


He illustrated his line of thought in

theories ot communism, and ln,w in tho 
abstract reasoning, at the large end of 
the problem, it seemed so plausible that 
it led some good men even to believe in 
it. Yet taken at tho little end, where it 
touched on the individual life, its absurd-
